AN EIGHTH AAF FIGHTER 
STATION, ENGUAND: Christmas 
Day for most American soldiers 
stationed in England was just an- 
other work day. But, through the 
efforts of ten enlisted men and 
their chaplain, Christmas Eve 
meant just a little bit more to the 
men at an Bighth AAF . Thunder- 
bolt fighter station. 

The men, under the direction of 
Chaplain Russell Loesch of An- 
dover, Mass., formed a choir, and 
practiced for several days on the 
traditional Christmas earols. On 
Christmas Eve they loaded the 
unit’s portable organ into a truck, 
piled in beside it, and made the 
rounds of the camp. 

They went to the middle of each 
of the barracks areas, set up the 
organ, and sang four Christmas 
carols.

The 
slippery condition on local streets 
will have been done away with by 
nightfall. 

The trucks began sanding last 
night, starting with the long stretch 
from Morton street along Main to 
the top of the hill. They were to 
continue through the center of the 
town, progressing out from the cen. 
ter through the residential sections. 

The old town dump on High 
street, above Burnham road, is be- 
ing used for dumping the snow. 
Only the B. P. W. trucke are being 
used for sanding and snow removal. 
A striking evidence of the present 
tight labor market was given Fri- 
day, when only three or four per- 
sons, teen-age boys, applied for 
temporary work on snow removal.

Fourth War Loan Quota 
Much Higher Than Before 


Andover’s 


quota in the Fourth 
War Loan will be considerably 
higher than it was in the last such 
drive, according to figures released 
this morning by Louis S. Finger, 
local chairman. The following fig- 
ures are illuminating: 

In the Third War Loan, Andover 
had a quota of $260,000 in E bonds; 
it raised $248,000. In the new loan, 
the quota is $310,000. 

In the Third War Loan, Andover 


had a quota of $1,334,000 in all 
bonds other than the E type; it 
raised $2,239,000. In the present 


drive, the quota is $1,540,000. 

The totals are: raised in the 
Third War Loan, $2,487,000. To be 
raised in the Fourth War Loan, 
$1,850,000. 

It will be noted that, while An- 
dover fell behind last time on sales 
to individuals, it was brought over 
the top by bond purchases by 
banks and corporations. As far as 
the public was concerned, however, 
the only relevant figures were the 
sale of E bonds; Andover fell $12,- 
000 short of its goal last time; the 
goal has been increased $50,000 this 
time; therefore Andover must buy 
$62,000 more bonds this time than 
it did in the Third War Loan.

Within a week the Treasury will 
have launched the fourth of its 
campaigns to help pay for the war. 
This Kourth War Loan that begins 
tuesday and runs through Febru- 
ary 15 will ask the people and the 
banks and industry of this coun- 
try to lend $14 billions through the 
purchase of War Bonds. Quotas 
for individuals in this huge finan- 
cing is $514 billions. 

Massachusetts, as in the first 
three war loans, must bear a sub- 
stantial share of the nation’s load. 
This state, by February 1, has the 
task of buying $794,000,000 in 
Fourth War Loan securities. Pur- 
chases by individuals here have a 
goal of $258,000,000. For Massachu- 
getts residents, this quota is ap- 
proximately $93,000,000 more than 
the $165,000,000 loaned in the Third 
War Loan. It means $65 for every 
man, woman and child in the state. 

This is the brief story of the 
financial task. But for the individ- 
ual, the Fourth War Loan presents 
not a task but an opportunity. War 
Bonds are the world’s safest in- 
vyestment. They mean present se- 
curity by cutting down the threat 
of inflation. They mean future 
safety in home-building for tomor- 
row’s families. They mean future 
happiness by paying for the tools 
of war that speed the day of tri- 
umphant peace, and the return of 
our sons and daughters. 

The Third War Loan last Sep- 
tember lived up to its slogan of 
“Back the Attack”. But in this 
continuous march toward victory, 
banks, insurance companies and 
other institutions carried too many 
of the guns. The individual citizens 
fell back toward the rear, For the 
Fourth War Loan, the burden is on 
us, the ordinary citizens. We must 
buy extra bonds, make good on the 
new pledge, “Let’s ALL Back the 
Attack”.

Should the citizens of Andover 
tear down their present Town 
building because: 

1.—It is 86 years “old” but per- 
fectly sound throughout?

Editorials 


(Ed, Note — While the Towns- 
man has not yet formed an opinion 
for or against the proposed new 
town hall, several points are worth 
considering. 

For the new town hall: the town 
ought to have an office building 
equal in dignity with its Punchard- 
Junior High - auditorium system, 
with its postoffice, with its private 
school buildings, with Shawsheen’s 
modern layout. The project would 
(or, at least, may) give work to 
hundreds of servicemen returning 
here after the war. If the old town 
hall is torn down, the merchants 
of Andover will find great use for 
the parking space made available, 
as they needed it badly before cars 
and gasoline became scarce. Or 
the town might sell the land for a 
handsome price, as it is the choicest 
business spot in town, to have a 
new mercantile building put up by 
private interests. 


Against the new town hall: first, 
the cost; inevitably, the town must 
be in debt for years, or the tax 
rate must sharply rise. Second, 
the need for mammoth improve- 
ments in our water and sewer sys- 
tem, which surely cannot be car- 
ried on concurrently with the 
building of the new town hall. 
Third, the need to have the police 
department, for one, more centrally 
located than the Shaw property. 
Fourth, the fact that the town can 
get along with less office space 
after the war than it can now. Fifth, 
the fact that a town hall is an in- 
congruous sight in the middle of a 
residential district. 

Granted that all these points, on 
both sides, are highly debatable, 
we hope the voters will make up 
their minds one way or the other 
long before the hurry and scuffle 
of our town meeting, and turn out 
in force for the meeting so that 
the town will be fairly represented 
in planning a momentous step.)
